UN to vote on 
UNEF today 


WASHINGTON. — The UN Security 
Council ia scheduled this morning to 
take up the extension of the UNEF 
mandate in Sinai for a one-year 
term. Both and Israel are 
said to have accepted a draft reso- 
lution, and the Council's extension of 
the peacekeeping force may be fi- 
nalized before the end of the day. 

The Graft resolution, UN sources 
said, calls for a renewal of UNEF 
untih October 24, 1976. In the U.S.- 
Israeli interim agreement sigued on 
September 4, the two parties agreed 
to annual extensions for UNEF. The 
Egyptians earlier this year, before 
the Sinai agreement, agreed to only 
a three-month extension. 

Although the public text of the 
agreement states that the accord will 
remain in effect until “superseded”

There was no immediate word 
from the kidnappers with demands 
or conditions. No Lebanese faction 
or Palestinian group claimed res- 
ponsibility. Most roadblocks in the 
area of the kidnapping are manned 
by leftist Moslems and their Pales- 
tinian terrorist supporters. 

Meanwhile, the Italian Embassy 
announced that Ambassador Vincenzo 
Ge Benedictis died yesterday at the 
American University of Beirut hos- 
pital after suffering two heart at- 
tacks. He was 62. An embassy 
spokesman said, “The Ambassador's 
residence is in front of the Sabra 
Palestinian refugee camp and so he 
had been under considerable stress 
because of the fighting in Beirut, 
too much stress for a man of his 
age to bear."

‘100,000 must shift from 


services to industry’

During the next four years 100,000 
people must be shifted from . the 
services to industry, to 
Stef Wertheimer, ane of Israel’s 
leading young industrialists. To do 
this, wages should be equalized in 
the two sectors. 

He recommends three measures 
to help achieve his objective: 

@ Stop all recruitment in the 
civil service for four years, 

except for hospital nurses, 

@ Freeze civil service wages dur- 

ing’ that period. 

@ Increase working hours in ail 
services from between 41 and 

45 hours a week (the present situa- 

ton) to 47 hours, as is standard 

in industry. This should be done 

-without -any increase in.pay. . 

Wertheimer belongs to the execu- 
tive of the Shinui movement, which 
has adopted the above pro; 
with small modifications. t his 
personal views as an industrialist 
go further. Industry, he says, must 
pay ‘higher wages than it does cur- 
rently, and offer the same social 
benefits as the services (notably 2 
month a year of severance pay, 
instead of a fortnight). 

‘In order to make this possible, he 
says, the, earning power of the 
manufacturing sector should be im- 
proved in two ways: 

@ Ratse the effective exchange 
rate to IL10.50 per dollar. 

@ Provide 70 per cent of the 
development finance for all ex- 

port enterprises. 

This loan finance is available at 
the moment to all projects in the, 
development areas, Wertheimer says, 
pointing out that Israel's first prior- 
ity today is exports, mot the de- 
velopment areas. In any case, he 
claims that industry will move to 
those areas more readily if a dif- 
ferent kind of imcentive is created 
— the attraction of decent, spacious 
housing where people will want to 
live.

Move to bring rare 


manuscripts to Israel

Knesset Speaker Israel Yeshayahu 
and representatives of all factions 
conferred yesterday with Rabbi So- 
lomon Sasson in a bid to prevent 
next month's auction in Zurich of 
the collection of rare Jewish ma- 
nuscripte owned by the Sassoon fa- 
my — and to bring it to Israel. 

A communique issued after the 
meeting said “all sides showed good 
will in the effort to bring this 
about.” However, no practical re- 
sults were announced. 

Meanwhile, the public campaign 
to raise funds to save the collection, 
launched by the Jewish National 
and University Library with the 
support of the Ministry of Educa- 
tion and Culture, was bolstered 
yesterday by a donation of 121,000 
from the Free Centre. The fund- 
raising drive was triggered by a 
Teport that 38 of the approximately 
1.200 manuscripts In the collection 
will be auctioned on November 5. 

Reuven Yaron, director of the 
library, said the campaign organiz- 
ers are appealing for funds only to 
the public and not to the Govern- 
ment. “Elven small contributions are 
significant, as minor items of the 
collection can be purchased for 
about 1L15,000," fhe said. 

Acco: to Prof. Yaron, two 
items in the collection are of first- 
rate national importance. One is 
the Sth century Pentateuch written 
in book form (rather than as 8 
scroll), known as the Damascus 
Crown (Keter). The other is a part 
of Maimonides’ commentary on the 
Mighna, ‘believed to be in his own 


"handwriting:."The commentary is: in 


The collection was put together 
in the early part of this century 
by the late Rabbi David Solomon 
Sassoon, a scion of the well-known 
family originating in Iraq. A life- 
long bibliophile, Rabbi Sassoon ac- 
quired the manuscripta in many 
places in the Far and Middle Hast. 
The collection, which has been kept 
in Switzerland and England, is 
now owned by his son, Rabbi So- 
Jomon Sassoon, who has beeu resid- 
ing in Je! lem since 1970. 

“The collection is unique and of 
national importance,” Prof. Yaron 
said. ‘These are authentic early 
documents reflecting Jewish deve- 
lopment and history. It would be 
unfortunate if the collection were 
lost to Israel. Split up among dozens 
of collectors, it would be out of 
reach of the public.” 

Prof. Yaron recalled that there 
had been negotiations for the ac- 
quisitton of the entire collection in 
1970. “It would have been cheaper 
to buy it then, rather than buying 
it piecemeal at an auction now,” he 
said. "If I could acquire $2m. to 
$2.5m., I could probably still make 
a deal, paying the balance on 
time,” he said, He estimated the 
collection’s total value at between 
$5m. and $6m.

El Al seen getting landing

The Government has decided to 
freeze existing plans to purchase 
five more Boeing 747 aircraft in 
the next few years, because of the 
Boeing corporation’s plans fo pro- 
duce a new SP. aircraft. The new 
plane is similar to the 747 but 
carries about 100 passengers less. 
It is expected to be cheaper both 
in purchase and in running costs. 

On the future of ort in 
Israel, Ya'acobi said he hoped that 
the recommendations of the Ame- 
rican experts committee will be ap- 
proved. The committee, which vi- 
sited Israel some months ago, re- 
commended that all airfields be re- 
organized under. one authority and 
that the same be dane with public 
transport in the Dan region. This 
latter recommendation has met with 
opposition from the Tel Aviv mu- 
nicipality, which favours schemes 
related only to the town itself. 

The committee also favoured mer- 
ging the road construction depart- 
ment in the Ministry of Public 
Works with the Ministry of Trans- 
port, in order to make road and 
highway building more efficient. This 
recommendation was rejected by the 
Hausner committee on efficiency of 
government ministries. ἢ 

Yeacobi said that giving in to 
the demands of the atriking ΕἸ Al 
workers would not cost the company 
much money.

Move to return 


multi-party 
system to Egypt 


CAIRO (Reuter). — The first step 
in a long process that could lead 
to the return of a multi-party sys- 
tem to Egypt --- after 23 years of 


.one-party rule — was announced 


yesterday by a brother-in-law of 
President Anwar Sadat. 

Mahmoud Abu Wafia, member of 
the People’s Assembly (parliament), 
anounced the creation of the “Social 
Democratic Platform" within Egypt's 
Arab Socialist Union (ASU), the 
country’s sole political organization. 
Abu Wafla is also a member of 
ASU's central committee. 

The creation of platforms, repre- 
senting varfous political trends 
.“within the principles of ASU,” was 
provided for in a programme by 
President Sadat last year to re- 
vamp the monolithic organization. 

President Sadat had not ruled out 
the prospect of the return to the 
multi-party system, abolished short- 
ly after the 1952 revolution. But 
he said that at least until a settle- 
ment of the Middle East crisis, 
ASU appeared to be the best means 
of ensuring national unity. 

The creation of platforms was 
taken by political analysts to mean 
Preparations for return to the multi- 
party system. 

ASU is an alliance of workers, 
farmers, soldiers, intellectuals and 
representatives of small enterprises. 

Abu Wafia, whose statement did 
not name his colleagues in the 
new group, said the platform would 
adhere to 4 socialism that “has 
faith in god and social justice.” 

Precisely ‘how the platforms would 
function is still not clear. 

Abu Wafia's platform, judging by 


᾿ς chis~- well-known” political views, is 


expected to be a moderate one 
supporting an active role of the 
private sector and encouraging for- 
eign investments in jt.

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BETTER THAN VOTES 


TWO CELEBRATIONS this week should do more than a 
hundred speeches and ἃ thousand editorials to prove the 
absurdity of the UN majority opinion that the Jewish people’s 
yearning to return to Zion, and the oneness of this people, are 
a form of racism. The Hadassah Women’s Organization of the 
U.S. rededicated their hospital on the war-scarred height of 
Scopus overlooking Jerusalem, while the Pioneer Women's 
Organization of the U.S. was celebrating its jubilee in Miami, 
with its delegates’ thoughts just as firmly fixed on this country. 

At the Mt. Scopus ceremony, the Prime Minister noted that 
Israel's hospitals are open to any resident of the Arab States 
(which maintain a state of war with Israel) in their search for 
health. There can be no example in history of a country 
making a similar offer to its enemies. In fact, since the Six 
Day War, several hundred Arabs have crossed the borders 


for treatment in Israel hospitals, some for complex open 


heart 


surgery. One touching example of how the desire for 1 hetter 
health transcends borders is that many Arabs who had received 
treatment in the original Mount Scopus hospital between 1939 
and 1948 retained their Hadassah hospital cards, and produced 


them proudly in 1967. 


After Jordanian control-of the approaches to Mt. Scopus 
was ended in 1967 and the Hadassah and Hebrew University 
facilities were once again available to Israel and the world, 
the women of Hadassah decided to reopen their hospital. The 
hospital was considered the last word in design when it was 
shut in 1948, and it was thought to be in need only of clean-up 
and renovation. But Hadassah actually found that the medical 
revolution of the last three decades necessitated tripling of 
the hospital's floor space, although the external ‘shell has 
been preserved as a memorial to the original architect, Eric 
Mendelsohn. The women of. Hadassah have munificently come 
forward with no less than $23m. of the $40m. which will finally 
be required to fit the Scopus hospital as a health centre for 
the eastern parts and hinterland of Jerusalem, 


IF THE HEALTH of the people of Israel has been the primary 
concern of Hadassah, its skills and social betterment have 
‘been that of the Pioneer Women. From 1925, when a group of 
Labour Zionist women in New York lent Rahel Yanait Ben- 
Zvi $500 to dig a well at her Girls Farm School at Talpiot, on 
the hill facing Scopus across Jerusalem, Pioneer Women has 
expanded its activities (through <Israel’s Moetztet Hapoalot) 
to 8 vast range of activities. It provides for the care of 22,000 
children in 75 various forms of nursery centres; training for 
1,250 pupils in four dormitory farm schools; vocational instruc- 
tion in 25 schools for 2,850 girls and a like number of adult 
women; as well as various forms of help for overburdened 
mothers and for girls who, for lack of it, could find themselves 


on the road to delinquency. 


Complementing her husband’s remarks in Jerusalem, Lea 
Rabin, addressing the Miami conference, pointed out that since 
the establishment of Israel, thousands of Arab women have 
been taught skills and provided with social and cultural en- 
richment through the efforts of the Zionists enlisted in the 


Pioneer Women. 


‘That organization, which has now spread to 11 countries 
outside the U-S., has solid ties with Israel in that over a thou- 
sand of its American members, including five national presi- 
dents, have joined the people of Israel as immigrants.

This is just one of many 
manifestations of simultaneous 
attempts by both the Greeks and 
Turks of Cyprus to woo Arab 
support — and Arab money. The 
phenomenon, if one can use the 
word, is not new but it hag 
recently taken on greater dimen- 
sions and it is interesting to 
follow its course.

It all started shortly after last 
year's war in Cyprus, when the 
Greeks and the Turks began to 
compete more than ever to win 
the Arabs to their respective 
sides. The Greek-Cypriot 
leadership, on the one hand, are 
using their “non-aligned” posi- 
tion and Makarios' affiliations 
with the Third World to promote 
common ground with the Arabs. 
And more recently, with the 
problem of 200,000 refugees on 
their hands, they saw in that a 
useful expedient to draw a 
parallel with the Palestinians. 
Archbishop Makarios misses no 
opportunity of identifying the 
“Palestinian struggle" with that 
of the Greek-Cypriot people to 
liberate their land from Turkish 
occupation. 

If it is true that the way to the 
Arab heart is through the 
Palestinian cause, then that is 
what the Turks are trying to do 
as well.:The Turkish Cypriot 
leader, Mi-Rauf Denktash, only

President Makarios’ official:

in character, aimed at examin- 
ing the prospects of financial aid 
to securing political backing for 
the Greek Cypriot cause. He also 
hoped to counteract some of the 

effe ets of Turkish propaganda 
which, as he pointed out on his 
return “has been active es-' 
pecially in the Islamic. coun- 
tries.” pens 

Joint communiques issued at 
the end of each meeting with the 
various Arab leaders referred 
vaguely to the ‘independence 
and territorial integrity of 
Cyprus." But there were none of 
the brotherly embraces and 
kisses with which the Moslem 
Turkish leaders greeted their 
Arab counterparts. 

While Makarios refurned ‘‘ful- 
ly satisfied" declaring that his 
visits had widened the areas of 
cooperation with the Arab world, 
today, over three months later, 


nothing has yet been heard of 
any concrete projects for any 
cooperation, financial or 
otherwise. On the other hand, 
Libya has donated several thou- 
sand pounds to the Turkish com- 
munity for the creation of an 
“Islamic Centre’’ to further 
Islam in the area, through 
Islamic studies, seminars and 
courses. 

During his stay in Libya, 
Colonel Gaddafi explained to 
President Makarios that Libya 
had helped Turkey during the 
1974 war “because of a mis- 
understanding.'’ (It became 
known after the war that Libya 
had provided Turkey with fuel, 
ammunition and spare parts for 
their aircraft during the Turkish 
invasion of Cyprus). 


In his efforts to win Arab sup- 
port and obtain economic aid, 
Archbishop Makarios' made 
another tour to the Arab states 
and the Gulf Emirates and again 
declared on his return that he 
was ‘fully satisfied" with the 
results of his ‘tour.

Dangerous side effects of drugs 


_To the Editor of The Jerusaiem Post 
“Sir,—I am a new immigrant phar- 
macist, and I wish to draw as much 
attention as possible to a dangerous 
drug, which has disappeared from 
all markets of medically advanced 
countries, except Israel, where it is 
on open sale. The drug I refer to is 
amidopyrin, an analgesic, which is 
sold in tablet form for adults, and as 
ἃ paediatric formulation for children 
ealled Sedipyrin (suppositories, 
freely available to any mather whose 
baby is restless with a temperature). 

There is much evidence that this 
drug is more dangerous than alter- 
native preparations. Amidopyriu 
may cause fatal agranulocytosis, a 
disease affecting the white blood 
cells. In Britain, this drug was taken 
off the market in 1954. In the U.S., 
‘since 1965, any product con’ 
amidopyrin must be labelled ‘War- 
ning this drug may cause fatal 
agranul 8. 

I wondered why It was that in Bri- 
tain and the U.S., when the use of 
amidopyrin was so widespread and, 
therefore, some -cases of 
agranulocytoses must have oc- 
curred, one didn’t, hear of any 
children dying from this cause. I 
wrote to a leading London paediatri- 
cian on this matter, and in his reply 
he said that, in the acute disease, a 
very quick and overwhelming infec- 
tion seta in, and the child could be 
killed by pneumonia, or sep- 
ticaemia. Unless a blood count were 
done, then the correct diagnosis 
could be missed, and the cause of 


death be given generally as 
onia. ‘ 


pneumonia, 

I would suggest to the authorities 
that the use of amidopyrin be 
restricted to hospitals‘only. To limit 
its sale to prescription only in no way 
solves the problem, because a great 
percentage of doctors in this country 
are unaware of the dangers of this 
drug. It must also be remembered 
that in every case, there isa suitable 
alternative to amidopyrine. 

Here is another example of the in- 
adequate research of the Ministry of 
Health: Last month a report came 
out that the hormone preparation for 

‘pregnancy testing’ (marketed in 
this country as Duotest), if giventoa

I donot think that the doctors, who 
are so overburdened with patients, 
have the time to investigate new 
papers and read new reports about 
the dangers of various drugs, nor do 
I think it is their job. This would 
mean reading many foreign jour- 
nals, delivered too late and at too 
much expense. But it certainly is im- 
perative that the Health Ministry 
makes it its business to do more 
research, and give out information 
immediately to the doctors and phar- 
macista who care about building a 


healthy society.

The Health Ministry replies: * 

The Ministry of Health considers 
the problem of side effects an in- 
tegral part of the value of a drug. 
Therefore, this problem is covered in 
the procedure to register and test 
new drugs. 5 
1, When submitting a request for 
registration, the manufacturer of a 
medical preparation must provide 
us with a full description of ita tox- 
ological properties and must in- 
dicate the side effects in the instruc- 
tion leaflet included in every 
package. 

2. A special unit of the Health 
Ministry centralizes alj information 
on side effects which the Ministry 
receives from Israel doctors. 

3. Our Department of External 
Relations receives a constant flow of 
information from international 
bodies on the subject of side effects 
‘which it transmits to the proper 
departments for action. 

4. The various departments of our 
Ministry collect information from in- 
ternational publications. 

δ. The manufacturer is requested 
to notify us of side-effects which are 
reported in international 
publications, or which he learns 
about in any other way. 
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As to the three drugs specifically 
mentioned by your correspondent: 

1. The fact that agranulocytosis 
can be caused by amidopyrin has 
been known for over 20 years. It was 
withdrawn from the market in 
“Anglo-Saxon" countries, but not in 
moat European countries. The 
Ministry of Health reviewed the 
evidence on the subject, but accor- 
ding to information available to us, 
there are no known .cases of 
agranulo: in Israel due to the 
use of amidopyrin. There was 
therefore no reason to withdraw it 
from the market, especially since 
alternative drugs are liable to cause 
unpleasant side effects, particularly 
in children. This type of drug is wide- 
ly used in Israel, so we are 
ticularly vigilant on the subject. 

2. The Health Ministry instructed 
manufacturers some time ago not to 
use the lable ‘‘for pregnancy 
testing’’ on preparations based on a 
mixture of estrogens and 
progestins. We took this decision 
because of the danger involved in 
their use and the availability of more 
effective tests which are not being 
tried out. This decision is in line with 
the approach of the F.D.A, in the 
States and that of advanced Euro- 
pean countries. 

8. Practolol is a drug with a 
specific action which is used only on 
a doctor's prescription and under his 
direct ‘supervision. Following 
reports which appeared recently in 
international publications, the 
manufacturer corrected the instruc- 
tion leaflet accordingly and in- 
formed doctors here of the special. 

rs involved in the use of this 
drug, particularly for older patients 
and for those who have been taking it 
over a long period. The decision to 
limit the distribution of this prepara- 
tion to hospital pharmacies was only. 
taken in Engiand at this stage. We 
will discuss the subject and take the 
appropriate decision.
